I regret to inform you that this 
statement in the editorial is not cor- 
rect. Evidently, even the usually-re- 
liable St. Louis Post-Dispatch was 
taken in by the fanfare and publicity 
accompanying enactment of this use- 
ful but quite limited bill. 

What the bill passed in 1955 does 
de is this: It permits the Forest 
Service to manage. control and a 
minister timber on mining claims 
where patent has not been acquired 

This is a valuable gain. I do not 
underestimate it. Yet the basic rule 

‘ob our mining laws—that a mining 
patent conveys full title to the land, 
including timber and all other non- 
mineral resources—was not touched 
by this bill 

I pointed this out in my separate 
report from the Senate Interior Com- 
mittee. 

It still is possible, under existing 
statutes, for a mining operator to 
harvest commercially any trees 
growing on a mining claim to which 
patent has been granted. The Al Sa- 
rena case still could occur under 
present laws, for valuable govern- 
ment timber may continue to be ac- 
quired as a by-product of obtaining 
patent to so-called mining claims. 

I am sorry that your editorial was 
not accurate in this respect Like 
so manv acts of this Administration, 
the 1955 bill exceeded in press-

Work to Be Done 


In both this session of Congress and the pre- 
vious one, the Post-Dispatch has called attention 
to the unusual ‘legal qualifications of Solicitor 
Geiieral Sobeloff to be a Judge of the United 
States Court of Appeals, a post to which he has 
been twice nominated by President Eisenhower. 
The appointment is pending in a subcommittee, 
headed by Senator O'Mahoney of Wyoming, 
which answers to the Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee, now chaired by Senator Eastland of 
Mississippi. 

Not a wheel is turning. Marquis Childs, writ- 
ing about this from our Washington bureau, says 
the Southern suspicion is that Attorney General 
Brownell obtained the Sobeloff appointment to 
embarrass the Democrats in the Senate, already 
divided on the segregation issue. As Solicitor 
General Mr. Sobeloff argued for racial integra- 
tion in public schools 

Mr. Childs reports an even “darker suspicion,” 
namely, that this was intended also “to dispose 
of Mr. Sebeloff’ who had embarrassed the 
Eisenhower Administration by declining to argue 
the Government's side in the so-called loyalty 
case of the late Dr. John P. Peters, Yale medical 
professor. The Supreme Court cleared Dr 
Peters and so vindicated Mr. Sobeloff who took 
the sound if unpolitical position that the Gov- 
errment ought to confess error. 

Actually there is an unusually large number 
of vacant seats on the federal bench at the pres- 
ent time. How they are filled by the White 
House and how the Judiciary Committee and the 
Senate act on them will be a test of our system 
of government in the weeks ahead. 

On the Court of Appeals for the circuit of 
which Missouri is a part, the seat of the late 
Judge John Caskie Collet has just been filled by 
the nominatidh of a recent Eisenhower ap- 
pointee to the federal district court at Kansas 
City, Judge Charles E. Whittaker. 

In Illinois there are at least three vacancies 
on the federal bench. Closest at hand is the seat 
in East St. Louis from which Chief Judge Fred 
L. Wham has officially retired after 29 vears of 
service. Throughout his territory Judge Wham 
has been known as a judge both fair and firm 
He has been severe with repeaters but lenient 
with young offenders who may be rehabilitated. 
President Eisenhower will not find it easy to fill 
the shoes of Chief Judge Wham of Centralia. 

The death of Judge J. Leroy Adair of Quincy 
last January created a vacancy that is unfilled 
after nearly two months. Still. another vacancy 
is that caused by the retirement of Chief Judge 
J. Earl Major of Hillsboro, who has been presid- 
ing judge of the United States Court of Appeals 
at Chicago. Last October, Judge Major notified 
President Eisenhower of his intention to resign 
after 19 vears of service. 

When Chief Judge Major formally announced 
his retirement a month ago, he sent President 


Eisenhower a copy of his previous letter, He 


also said: OF ead 
=a y 

I had hoped that before retirement” I 
could -be assured that the President was 


prepared to nominate my successor so that 
there would not be a vacancy for an unrea- 
sonable period of time. as is often the case 
However, my effort to co-operate appears to 
have been in vain 

With many fine lawyers in this circuit emi 
nently qualified for membership on this 
court, it is unthinkable that it would take 
longer than a few months for the selection 
of a good man. 


This is a situation in which the executive, 
Jegislative and judicial branches all need to co- 
operate. If Attorney General Brownell waits un- 
til late in the session. to make his recommenda- 
tions to the President, the Senate, particularly 
with James O. Eastland in charge of the Judici- 
ary Committee, will undoubtedly be tempted to 
forget them all until after the election 

As for the Senate, it can sow its interest in 
the federal judiciary in confirming Solicitor 
General Sobeloff and thus inviting the White 
House to make other appointments while there 
is ample time to review them properly.

With numerous killings and incidents of sabo- 
tage reported every day for weeks, the Algerian 
bid for a greater measure of freedom has be- 
come virtually a guerrilla war. This has been in- 
flamed by the reprisals of the French settlers, 
their demand for mass executions, and their 
threat to stop all co-operation with the authort- 
ties

Mollet's first objective {is 
the restoration of order. But this is not likely 
to be enduring if it takes the form only of 
stepped-up military operations against the Al 
gerians. The French colonists also must be made 
to obey the law. This calls for courage, but it 
should not be impossible sinc* opinion in France 
is heavily in favor of a liberal settlement. By 
big majorities, both branches of the French par- 
liament have authorized not only martial law 
but also the break-up of big estates and other 
reforms for the economic and political benefit 
of the peasants 

The Algerians have been promised elections 
within three months after the ending of the cur- 
rent violence. If accepted in good faith, this 
promise could be decisive. Lacoste admits that 
France is engaged in a race against time. He 
would have been somewhat more accurate if he 
had said that dealings with the rebels have been 
made more difficult by the long procrastination 
of the Faure government, and even the hesita- 
tion of Mollet since the mob attack which 
greeted him when he went to Algeria immedi- 


-ately after his election. The lost time cannot be 


regained. There is hope, however, that it may 
be offset by fairness, firmness and courage. 
Further, this attitude will have to be main- 
tained beyond the promised elections. It will be 
then that Algerian demands—and the almost 
inevitable protests of the colonists against them 
—will have to be met in all seriousness. Failure 


to do so may well mean the loss of more over- 
seas territory which today is one of the last 
foundations for the status of France as a great 
power, This can be bolstered only by democratic 
co-operation with the Algerians. 
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How to Handle School Insurance 

The St. Louis School Board has decided to 
wait until after its April 12 tax election before 
dealing with the Dyer committee's controversial 
recommendations on insuring all school build- 
ings against fire and loss. If the interval is 
used to prepare more appropriate suggestions 
then it will be time well spent 

As they stand now the recommendations pose 
two questions. One centers on the adequacy 
of the program itself. This is a technical matter 
on which the Board ought to seek the very best 
professional advice, especially since there are 
strong indications the committee's program 
fails to meet the system's needs. 

The other concerns the method proposed by 
the committee for administering the program. 
And about this there certainly should be no 
question at all. It ought to be disapproved. As 
suggested by Chairman Charles J. Dyer and 
Member Edward C. Donnelly administration 
would be in the hands of the Secretary-Treasurer 
“with the advice and counsel” of the Board 
President and Vice President. 

If the committee had merely suggested that 
this task be assigned the Secretary-Treasurer and 
let it go at that, there would be no ground for 
objection. The Secretary-Treasurer is a paid 
officer of the school system, not an elected 
member of the Board, and this is the kind of 
thing he is hired to do. 

But it is asking for trouble to require him to 
seek advice and counsel from the Board Presi- 
dent and Vice President, both of whom are 
elected members ,whose function is policy- 
making. It is an ftnvitation for them to meddle 
in day-to-day administration; in other words, to 
start playing politics with the insurance program 

This is exactly what Mr. Dyer himself had 
been doing from his post as chairman of the 
insurance committee. By “counseling” the Sec 
retary-Treasurer he was able to cut in a group 
of Democratic politicians for a piece of the 
Board's insurance business. This was both in 
tolerable and out of harmony with the 
school statutes, 

Mr. Dyer’s own bad example its reason 
enough for the Board to steer clear of any rule 
that would promote politicking in the Secretary- 
Treasurer's office.

Never mind what the. book-writers say; the 
seizure of Dorchester Heights was one of the 
great victories in Irish history, one of the very 
greatest.

Never mind that the British, who fought so 
hard for Bunker Hill, were ‘so thick-headed that 
it did not occur to them that a cannon on a hill 
south of Boston harbor might do about as much 
damage as one on a hill in Charlestown to the 
north. Never mind that the continentals brought 
up their guns in the dark of the night and that 
those guns never fired a salvo. Wasn't it enough 
for old Lord Howe to wake up and see them 
sparkling there in the glorious morning sun- 
shine, pointed right at him and his redcoats?

But the sight of the guns on Dorchester Heights 
was enough to make old Howe sail off to Hali- 
fax as quick as he could.

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Loss for Press Freedom 

Peru has become the latest unfortunate exam- 
ple of suppression of a free in Latin 
America, and this is how it happened: Pedro 
Beltran’s two newspapers, La Prensa and Ultima 
Hora in Lima, were critical of the authoritarian 
government of President Manuel Odria. Prin- 
cipally, the newspapers demanded election re- 
forms to assure that the President could not 
hand-pick his successor in elections June 3. x 

A month ago, a Peruvian general led a revolt 
so flimsy that there was no doubt of its failure. 
The Government ordered all newspapers to print 
only official communiques on the revolt. Pub- 
lisher Beltran refused, and printed a manifesto 
by the rebels, saying it was news. In the early 
hours of Feb. 17, police and detectives raided 
the La Prensa office with tear gas but employes 
protected Beltran from arrest. Finally reinforce- 
ments cleared the building and the publisher and 
40 employes were jailed

Beltran has now been 
in jail for a month; his newspapers have been 
closed. 

This case represents the same stifling of criti- 
cism which has recently been practiced by an 
lron-handed government in Columbia and was a 
cause of the overthrow of Dictator Peron in 
Argentina. The Peruvian government should 
know that neighbor nations will put little faith 
in a promise of free elections when the exercise 
of free opinion results in jail. 
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Unvarnished Account 
Louis P, Lochner, native of Springfield. Ill. 
graduate of the University of Wisconsin. Pulitzer 
prize winner and for many years Associated 
Press chief in Berlin, has written a book of his 
newsgathering experiences. He calls it “Always 
the Unexpected.” Those who read it will find 
many sidelights on notable figures over the 
last 40 vears: Once Mr. Lochner asked a well- 
known General in World War II whether cer- 
ta'n discreditable acts by American troops could 
not be curbed. The General replied: 

You know, there is nobody so lonely as 
the man on top. He cannot personally at- 
tend to everything and must rely on the 
men below to keep him informed. But how 
difficult it is for him to learn the full truth! 


Some have an ulterior motive in not re- 
porting all the facts. Others believe the man 
on the top is so burdened with a multiplicity 
of cares that they do not want him to re- 
ceive additional unpleasant news.

There is a union whose members are 


taught that, to get more, you must 
give more. 
So the workmen knock themselves 


out to discover time-saving devices. 
They vie for prizes—offered by their 
own union—to discover a machine that 
can do the work of eight men. They 
fire their own loafers and train their 
own incompetents to produce more 

Their bosses have learned the same 
thing. They retaliate with free college 
scholarships for the workers’ children, 
bargain-priced apartments, and the high- 
est hourly earnings in the world—$3.50 
plus $1.54 in benefits: $5.04 total! 

The union is Local No. 3 of the 
International Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers. whose 30,000 members are 
responsible for the electrical innards of 
New York City. They have evolved a 
unique union-management partnership 

‘How do you pay such wages without 
going broke?” 1 asked a contractor 

“See this cement. floor?” he said, 
getting to his knees. “Several years 
ago, if you wanted to hack a channel 
and lay a wire in it, you'd do it like 
this.” He pounded an imaginary chisel 
with an invisible mallet. ‘Took four 
hours,” he said. 


Held in Awesome Respect 


He leaped to his feet and bent over 
an imaginary electric drill. “Brr.brrr.” 
he rattled. “Takes only 20 minutes. 
And,” he added, “we get an honest 
union, no pay-offs, and honest work, no 


loafing. You don’t know what that 
means to a contractor.” 
The respect that Local No. 3 enjoys 


is awesome. Employers hang the union 
leader's picture on their office walls. 
Members jam 4000-seat halls to follow 
their unions meetings 

Twenty years ago this union was one 
of America’s. worst So often did its 
meetings break up in riots that as 
many police came to mectings as mem- 
bers When outraged -rank-and-filers 
sued for an accounting, they found that 
records had been destroyed—and that 
$500,000 had been siphoned off through 
phony legal fees alone. 


For the dramatic regeneration of this 
union, one man is responsible. He is 
Harry Van Arsdale Jr., a broad-shoul- 
dered New Yorker whose father was a 
member of the union for 50 vears. At 
49 he has wise old eyes, a tired voice 
and hair that is gray. For presiding at 
the rebirth of a union isn't easy. 


The redemption of Local No. 3 began 
in 1933 when Van Arsdale achieved the 
Local's top job, business manager. His 
philosophy was radical to labor in 1934 
He urged his men: “You produce more, 
and I] ll get you more.” 


Feather-Bedding Rooted Out 


Van Arsdale’s first target was the 
ancient practice of feather-bedding. 
Under his union's rules, three or more 
men put up temporary lights on a 
construction job, then, as “mainte- 
nance men,’ sat around idle. Van 
Arsdale put them to work. And he 
told the boss: “From now on you de- 
cide how many men a job needs—not 
the union.” 

Van Arsdale took to showing up at 
construction sites at 8 am. when work 
began, or at noon when the men 
knocked off for lunch. Time chislers 
at both ends were hauled before the 
Local's executive board. 

“What do you want to do, loaf or 
earn more?” the men would be asked. 
“We're bucking for a raise, but you're 
not helping us get it.” 

Incompetence was an even more se- 
rious matter. Van Arsdale set up a 
union school, soon had 1600 men—one 
of every four members. at that time— 
hitting the books at night to increase 
their skills at a wide variety of electri- 
cal jobs. 

Recently a Local No. 3 vice president 
guided me through the newly rising 


_ 


24-story Coliseum where his men were 
installing cables and fixtures “Look 
at this automatic pipe-threader,” the 
union man said. “Used to take a man 
an hour to thread a length of pipe by 
hand Now look The machine does 
the job, untended, in a few minutes 
Under Van Arsdale’s prodding, offi- 
cers took to reporting union spending 
at monthly mectings, a voucher at a 
time: $5 for pencils, $20 for washroom 
tissue—-and on and on for aS many as 
600 items. Members had to come and 
listen—or pay a 50-cent fine. 


Van Arsdale compares a union 
leader's calling with that of a clergy- 
man He should live no better than 
his members and not count the hours 
he puts in for his flock. Van Arsdale’s 
pay for a seven-day week is little more 
than the $140 his rank-and-filers earn 
for a five-day week, although his mem 
bers are willing to pay him more. 


(,ralters Get the Gate 


Business: agents had made a _ good 
thing out of bribes from employers for 
favoring them with good workmen 
Van Arsdale asked emplovers to set up 
# joint union-employer hiring office. 
This supplied electricians by rotation 
and cut out the grafting business agent. 

For the men in his union, Van Ars- 
dale sought the security he never had 
in his own childhood Together, his 
union and the emplovers fashioned a 
grass-roots system. His men had pen- 
sions, free dental care and medical 
checkups years before the rise of wel- 
fare funds and fringe benefits. 

“Why not set up our own union-boss 
social-security headquarters,” he urged, 
“with a board of directors, 12, from 
the union, 12 from the contractors 
with an employer as. chairman—to 
run the show?” The result was the 
“Joint Industry Board of the Electrical 
Industry,” the first of its kind. Union 
men and bosses on the board tovuk to 


calling themselves “The Team.” Em- 
ployers vied with union men to kick 
up new ideas 

Not long ago Van Arsdale, whose 


education didn't go beyond high school, 
started talking to the Team about the 
benefits of a college education. 


From 6900 to 30,000 Members 


“Education for whom? And how 
much will it cost us?” asked the con- 
tractors, who by now could scent a Van 
Arsdale idea a mile off 

“For our members’ 
said the union man. “And here's how 
it can be done: gvery employer who 
does a million dollars or more of busi- 
ness a year gives a $5280 scholarship 
We'll let Columbia University pick the 
winners.” 

Today the contractors are sending 
67 sons and daughters of Local No. 3 
members to colleges to become doctors, 
engineers, teachers 

Two years ago New York's electrical 
contractors accepted Van _  Arsdale’s 
most daring idea: annuities for men 
who work with their hands. With this 
scheme, Van Arsdale rounded out a 
storm shelter which makes the New 
York electrician the most protected 
wage-earner in the nation. 

His employers have piled up some 
$17,000,000 of pension and annuity 
funds for him. After a lifetime of pro- 
tection against illness, accident and un- 
employment, he retires at 65 with an 
income of $240 monthly (including 
Social Security). 

Van Arsdale has now expanded his 
one-time 6000-member union into a 
combined skilled-trade and factory- 
worker local of 30,000 members.

A PARIS SURGEONS STORY. by OD Cheries *® 
Bove collaboration with Dane Lee Thomas. 


(Littie, Brownr, 306 pas. $4.50 ) 


There are intimations tn “A Paris 
Surgeons Story” that Dr. Charles F. 
Bove is a bigger man than he appears 
in these pages. Unfortunately, he has 
employed a collaborator, Dana Lee 
Thomas, to write his story and the re- 
sult is hardly more than a succession 
of anecdotes 

Dr. Bove, who was born in Brooklyn 
and graduated from the University of 
Marviand Medical College, served in 
World War I and remained in Paris on 
the staff of the American Hospital there 
until the fall of France in 1940 In 
order to practice in France he was 
forced to duplicate his medical studies 
but he felt amply repaid He spent 
many happy years at his post and min- 
istered to scores of celebrities 

His success was brought to an abrupt 
end by the occupation. of France. Es 
caping to Biarritz, he discovered two 
hospitals there 
filled with war cas 
ualties and no su! 
geon available. He 
worked day and 
night helping out 
Finally, he made 
his way to Lisbon 
and to America 

He had lost a con 
Siderable fortune 
and was obliged to 
make a-fresh start 
in New York. He 
had so little mon- 
ey, in fact, that aft- 
er suffering a cor- 
onary thrombosis 
he evaded hig own doctor and some- 
how continued his practice While 
convalescing, he dared to sell pints of 
his blood in order to stay solvént 

All this indicates a man not only of 
high ability but of tremendous moral 
courage. It is brought out in this ac- 
count only obliquely. Possibly Dr. Bove 
wouldn't have managed quite the glossy 
finish that Thomas has, if he had writ 
ten the book by himself, but we might 
have known him a lot better. He 
seems definitely worth knowing 

Much of the book is devoted to what 
has come to be known as name drop 
ping. The famous names appear on 
every page: Lindbergh and Gen. Pe 


Shing, Queen Marie of Romania and 
Aimee Semple McPherson, Ernest 
Hemingway and F. Scott Fitzgerald: 


Yvette Guilbert and Pierre Laval. Manv 
of the anecdotes are engaging but 
sometimes one senses Mr. Thomas prod 
ding the good doctor—“Think of some 
more, think of some more... .” 

A few are surprising. After serving 
as his physician, Dr. Bove was led by 
Ivar Kreuger to invest $113,000 in the 
phony empire that soon collapsed. Dur- 
ing his first vear in medical school. 
Dr. Bove stayed with a family in Balti- 
more. 

“I was particularly fascinated bv the 
young gir! an exuberant child of 
12, with glossy black hair parted in 
braids, and high cheekbones and a 
prominent nose that made one think 
I teasingly called 
her Minnehaha, and she responded with 
a wide grin... .” 

Well, she was Wallis Warfield. now

HE week of March 18 to 25 

has been designated Com- 

munity Health Week 
throughout the country. 

Back before the 1930s public 
health programs were primarily 
concerned with community san- 
itation and control of commu- 
nicable disease through isola- 
tion and quarantine procedures. 
St Louisans can be justly 
proud of our excellent public 
water facilities and the safety 
and quality of our milk supply. 

Today we no longer need 
worry about epidemics of ty- 
phoid and dysentery which dur- 
ing the early years of this cen- 
tury were responsible for much 
illness and many deaths. We 
have likewise been successful 
in bringing under control, 
through protective vaccination, 
diseases that once plagued us, 
such as smallpox, «diphtheria 
and whooping cough. 


a _ - 

BUT EVEN with all of these 
gains on the credit side of our 
community health we are still 
faced with major and complex 
problems. There are the 
chronic diseases that affect our 
population as they reach or 
pass middle age — diseases of 
the heart and nee vessels, 
cancer, and diabetes, among 
others. 

In many instances these dis- 
eases can be prevented or con- 
trolled through early detection 
and medica] care, which means 
that each one of us has a re- 
sponsibility to ourselves and 
our community to have an an- 
nual physical check-up. 

There is still much to be 
done in the detection and con- 
trol of tuberculosis and ve- 
nereal disease — today’s most 
prevalent contagious diseases.
